pneuma or psuke in Greek, represented the 
same idea. We do not say that it was al- 
ways confined to this idea, for as I be- 
fore observed, we are necessarily compell- 
ed to use the same sign, to signify diifer- 


ent ideas, which the connexion and cir- 


cumstances must determine. In compu- 
tation we say 1, 2, 3, 4, these signs con- 
\vey the idea of 1, 2, 3, 4; but when we 
say 1234, we convey an idea very differ- 


ent, though we use the same signs to ex- 


press it, So it is with language; we use 
the same signs, as expressive of diflerent 
ideas. e.g. If [ say the world of spirits, 
I use the siga spuriis, to express the idea 
of beings who are immortal, immaterial 
_and indtssoluble. 
spirits. I use the sign spirils to signify a 
‘liquor which possesses a power to intoxi- 
‘cate. Here the ideas are ditferent, but 
the sign is the same. So pnewna and 
psuke may be sometimes used to sig ity 
| breath, wind and life, and yet still in a dit- 
| ferent convexion, may also stand for the 
|idea of immortality, and all the qualities 
'which we attach to that part of man which 
,we call soul. And to impiy that these 
, words did not stand for this idea among 
'those who spake and wrote in the Greek 
language, is flying in the very lace of tacts, 
| We will now show that the writers of the 
New Testament, did use these sigus to 
) express the idea of the soul’s immortality. 
To avoid disputed texts as lar as possible 
}we willtake Luke xxiv, 37. ‘ But they 
were terrified and affrighted and supposed 
that they had seen a spirit.” Mr. Balfour 
| himself says this shows * how deeply they 
were imbued with the superstitious notions 
about ghosts and spirits, which prevailed 
among the heathen nations.”” Now set- 
‘ting aside their * superstitious notions,” 
with which we have nothing to do, we ask 
what idea the word ‘ spirit”? stood for in 
the minds of the disciples? We answer 
‘that it stood for the idea of immortality 
‘and immateriality accompanied with iden- 
tity. That it stood forthe idea of immortal- 
ity, we learn from Mr. B.’s_ concessions, 
for he says they were deeply imbued with 
‘the notions of. the heathen; and they at- 
}tached immortality to the soul. And the 
Jews, of which nation they were, also be- 
lieved in the immortality of the soul. That 
‘immateriality vas included we learn from 


{ 


'the words of Jesus, who said to them, “a _ 


‘spirit hath not flesh and bones as ye see 
me have,” and identity, by the supposed 
appearance of aspirit. This alone is pos- 
itive proof that the word pneuma stood for 
‘the same general idea which is attached 
to the Eaglish words souland spirit, And 
the same idea too for. which the terms 


‘immortal soul” and “ never dying spir-. 


it” also stand. Consequently whenever the 
connexion demands it, the word requires 
‘that this idea be attachedto it. And when 
'we read that Jesus commended his spirit 
to God, or when Stephen commended his 
spiritto the Lord Jesus, we must under- 
that they commended that part 
man to the care of heaven which 
the common philosophy of the age recog- 
nised as immortal and immaterial, improv- 
ing the idea by what new light the gos- 
pel throws upon man’s future existence. 
But according to Mr. B.’s theory, they 
ought to have commended their bodies, 
and not their spirits, for if they were to_ 
reexist only by reorganization,and the soul 
died with the body, and its identity be-, 
came absorbed in the great soul of the , 
universe, then their bodies were by far , 
the most valuable part of them, and these | 
should have been commended, instead of 
their spirits, to the care of heaven. But 
the very facts that they commended their 
spirits and not their bodies, shows that 
their spirits were the chief objects of di- | 
vine favor and protection, while the mat- | 
ter which composed a body without a soul, 
was not worth a thought, or a prayer.—) 
Although Mr. Balfour argues that the soul | 
dies with the body, and that it is only the 
effect of organization, yet as they evident- 
ly commended something to the care of
